examination of the court records shows

The records show that of the total 
number of such cases, 23 were dismissed, 
seven after trials by juries, 3 by Judge 
Clark tn the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, after preliminary hearings, and 
three by the Circuit Attorney’s office. 
“Paroles were issued in seven cases in 
which pleas of gullty were entered. 
Three cases are still pending. 

In’ 32 casts in which drivers were 
charged with felonious wounding, there 
were eight convictions and 16 dismissals. 


Two Served Workhouse Sentences, 
Five of the dismissals were by juries, 
aftey trials; six by Judge Clark, after 
preliminary hearings and five by the 
office of the Circuit Attorney. Bight 
cases are pending. Two of those con- 
victed of felonious wounding—Joseph 8. 
Norris and Edward Mussler—were sen- 
tenced to a year in the workhouse and 
served their sentences.

It 
is ‘expected that each of these  indus- 
tries will make substantial contmbu- 
tions. : 
The Business Men’s League today sent 
letters to its members requesting them 
to make personal subscriptions to the 
fund. It is expected that many mem- 
bers will make individual subscriptions, 
in addition to the subscriptions to be 
made by their firms. The league has 
2400 members. 
James E. Smith, chairman of the Na- 
tional Conventions Association, who is 
giving ail of his time to the conventions 
campaign, signed up for an individual 
subscription of $50 today. He said that 
ne was interested in several business 
onterprises in St. Louis which would 
also make subscriptions to the fund. 
Distribution of Interest. * 
The conventions assocition found that 
it would be impossible to organize all 
the 126 organizations affiliated with it 
for the week’s money raising campaign 
before Nov. 15. That week has, ac- 
cordingly, been set aside for the com- 
pletion of the $200,000 fund. Each of the 
12 organizations will be expected to 
get a subscription of not less than $1 
nor more than $10 from each individual 
member, thereby widely distributing the 
interest in the convention movement. 

Smith said that the benefit to St. 
Louis of bringing all the members of 
these organizations into a conventions 
movement would be as great, or great- 
er, to St. Louls than the conventions 
themselves. The’ Republican national 
convention, in which there probably will 
be a long and spectacular fight for the 
presidential nomination, Smith said, 
probably would bring 100,000 people to 
St. Louis. If the convention should last 
a week the visitors and delegates would 
spend not less than $3,000,000, he said. 

Benefits to Be Scattered. 

“Everybody in the city will derive 
benefits from the expenditure of such 
large sums of money tin the city,’’ he 
said. “The visitors will spend their 
money not only at the hotels, but.for 
cigars, refreshments, transportation, »>f- 
fice rents, stationery supplies, etc., while 
the hotels themselves will have to go 
into the market for the supplies re- 
quired for feeding such a great number 
of visitors.”’ 

Smith said that the interest in the 
convention movement was becoming 
keener every day, and that people in 
every line of business, large and smail. 
were offering their co-operation. 

During the money-raising week volun- 
teer committees will be sent out to so- 
licif\ subscriptions in every part of the 
city. The association expects to have 
the $200,000 fund fully subscribed we 
the end of the week.

Monarch -Wounded in Fall: of 
Horse Barely Strong Enough

LONDON, Nov. 3.—While King George 
was in an ambulance train Monday, 
being conveyed from an unnamed town

With his face flushed with pride, 
Sergeant Brooks knelt by the King’s 
bed until the meda] had been affixed.

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VILLA'SATTAGK ON 
AGUAPRIETA GIVEN 


He Withdraws Forces to South- 
west to Get Water and 
Await Supplies. 


By Associated Press. 
DOUG.Las, Ariz., Nov. 3.—Gen. Villa, 


forced by hunger, thirst and scanty 
supply of ammunition, to abandon tem- 
porarily his assault on the strongly- 


intrenched village of Agua Prieta, com- 
menced withdrawing his army today, 
and shortly after 9 o’clock most of his 
force was. moving ‘toward Anavacachi 
Pass, 12 miles southwest. 

It is his apparent intention to reach 
water, which is plentiful further south- 
west, and to provision his hungry men. 

Gen. Mendez, with about 1500 men, has 
been holding the pass for several days 
and will remain there guarding the en- 
trance to the valley until the return of 
Villa. Meantime, it is said, heavy sup- 
plies of ammunition will reach Villa 
from the east. 

Villa’s retirement was marked by an 
occasional shell from the big guns of 
Agua Prieta, but by 9:30 this firing had 
Ceased. Villa began his assault on the 
Carranza garrison at Agua Prieta, com- 
manded by Gen. Calles, shortly after 
noon Monday, and the attack virtually 
had spent itself early yesterday after- 
noon. 

Ville’s Decision Sudden. 

That Villa’s determination to withdraw 
his forces temporarily was sudden was 
shown by the fact that his gun Lieuten- 
ants, in command of rapid-firers on the 
right wing, took nothing but their guns 
with them. Large quantities of ammu- 
nition in cases were left in emplace- 
ments. 

Villa dead left on the field numbered 
336. Two hundred bodies were counted 
west of Agua Prieta and 136 to the east. 
Calles casualties were 2% killed and 70 
wounded. 

Calles sent.out cavalry forces to keep 
in touch with the Villa rear guard, but 
they.were driven back to town by brisk 


| rifle and shell fire. 


Four Villa soldiers, part of a skir- 
mish line that lay all day yesterday in 
the brush within three-quarters of a 
mile of the wire. entanglements guard- 
ing Agya Prieta, started for the Car- 
ranza lines at dawn waving white flags. 
-One jumpéd the wire fence marking the 
boundary’ line and was arrested by 
American soldiers. The other three 


| crawled into the Carranza trenches. 


Exehange of Gun Fire. 

When the intention of the deserters 
becamé evident, Villa machine guns 
operied fire on them and the hundreds 
of Carranza soldiers standing on the 
trenches. There was a hurried ducking 
for cover and the firing ceased in about 


|} five minutes. Agua Prieta guns then 


sent two or three dozen shrapnel shells 
in the direction of Villa’s main force. 

A deserter from Villa’s army who was 
taken prisoner by Americans declared 
that for 15 days all that many of the 
Villa soldiers had to eat was raw corn 
and wheat. Two or three Villa officers 
who yesterday came to the slaughter 
house on the international linge, a short 
distance east of Douglas, to fill their 
canteens with water, were chewing at 
pieces of dried beef. 

A large supply of flour and corn is 
available for Villa at Naco, Sonora. 
Some of this supply of provisions 
reached him last night, but not enough 
for all of his men, and until more is 
received, it is believed by American 
army officers, no serious attempt will 
be made to take Agua Prieta. It is not 
doubted, ‘however, that the moment his 
army is thoroughly provisioned and 
rested Villa will hurl if upon the Car- 
ranza garrison. This may be’ tomorrow 
or it may be several days later.

Three troops of the Thirteenth Caval- 


ry left Columbus, N. M,, for Douglas, 
today. Eo 

A brief attack was made. early last 
night on Calles’ outer works, but fir- 
ing soon ceased. Previous to this, the 
attack, ‘which was begun early Mon- 
day afternoon, had continued intermit- 
tently until shortly after noon yester- 
Gay. °° . 

The death Jate yesterday of Harry 
Jones, a private of Company C, Elev- 
enth Infantry, is the first fatality in 
the most recent border hostilities ‘n 
this section. Louis F. Taylor, who was 
wounded in the firing Monday, is re- 
ported to be in a critical ‘condition. 
The daniage caused by Villa’s artil- 
lery so far has been insignificant, ac- 
cording to observers on the American 
side, who say it is confined to shat- 
tered windows and a few demolished 
adobe houses and several. brezks in the 
wire entanglements surrounding the 
Carranza garrison. 

A reconnoitering party of 4 or 50 men 
from the Callis garrison encountered a 
Villa machine gun squaé a mile south- 
east of the Agua Prieta defenses this 
morning and was. cut to pieces, accord- 
ing to American observers. Only five of 
the men returned to their trenches.

SEDALIA, Mo., Nov. 3.—The series of 


seven Democratic; State meetings, ar- 
ranged by Senators Stone and Reed, to 
influence Democratic sentiment in favor 
of Senator Reed and against the can- 
didacy of Gov. Major for Senator Reed’s 


seat, ended ‘here last night. 7 
Politicians who have wtched the 
trend of affairs at the meetings, which 
have been held in St. Joseph, Cape Gi- 
rardeau, Nevada, Marshall, Hannibal, 
Springfield and Sedalia, express the 
opinion that in the main the Senators’ 
plans worked out as they expected 
them to. ‘ 
Though the inéitings were widely ad- 
vertised as great Democratic rallies and 
get-together meetings, politicians gen- 


"erally have accepted them as Reed-for- 


Senator meetings. Candidates for State 
offices have taken advantage of them 
to promote their candidacies. 

The purpose of the meetings was to 
give Senator Reed dn opportunity to 
attempt to win back former supporters 
who had deserted him because of his at- 
titude toward the administration on the 
currency pill and other measurés. The 
Senator doubted he would be able 
to get voters to attemd Reed meetings in 
an off year, and he and Senator Stone 
conceived the idea of the general po- 
litical meetings. 

30,000 Have Heard Reed, 
Reed’s explanations have been heard 
by nearly 30,000 persons, largely Demo- 
crats. At each meeting Gov. Major was 
heard. The Governor talked almost al- 
together in defense of his administra- 


gant. 

As to candidates for the governorship, 
the meetings, it seems to informed poli- 
ticlans, have brought out Chairman At- 
kinson of the Public Service Commis- 
sion and Secretary of State, Roach as the 
leading candidates. 

Attorney-General Barker, who was 
well up among the leaders in the race a 
few months ago, has been little dis- 
cussed by the politicians since these 
meetings began. There is a scattering 
support of Fred D. Gardner of St. Louis 
‘and of James A. Houchin of Jefferson 
City. 

The threat that an anti-Catholic paper 
published in Aurora, Mo., will make a 
religious fight on Roach is probably the 
}most’ widely discussed political topic 
at this time. Roach said that while he 
+hopes no religious issue will be injected 
into the campaign, he does not fear the 
issue. Atkinson, who is a member of the 
Presbyterian Church, says he is very 
much opposed to having religious is- 
sués brought into the campaign. 

At the meetings here yesterday Gov. 


attacked the Globe-Democrat as unfair 
‘to the Democrats. Senator Stone talke 
on national issues, and appealed to the 
Democrats to ‘‘be steady.” - 
Discusses National Issues, 

He eaid the Republicans at this time 
talked of only three issues in the next 
campaign, the tariff, national prepar- 
edness and an attack on the adminis- 
tration’s policy of building up the mer- 
chant marine.

THE -RAILBOADS AND THE MARKETS, 
From the Springfield (Maés.) Daily Bepublican. 

The steady advance in the prices of standard 
railroad shares is closely connected, of course, 
with the: growing prosperity .of the ratlroads 


themseives. To say that the much’ improved con= 


dition of the railroads is due to the war muni- 
tions i tries. js only half of the truth. The 
railroads Venefitting by munjftions traffic are here 
in the east along the northern Atlantic seaboard. 
The New Haven Railroad, which has a transporta- 
tion monopoly in Connecticut, is an example of 
the profitable effect of such businéss. The New 
Haven’s gross @arniigs for the September quaf- 
ter were the largest in the road’s history; and 
in the first three weeks of October alone the 
New Haven’s gross has been over half a million 
dollars in ¢xcess of the same weeks a year ago. 
The Boston & Mainé also will report for Sep- 
tember, probably, the largest net earnings on 
record, but the Boston & Maine profits by wer 
business much less than the New Haven does. 

But the railroads in 6ther sections of the coun- 
try are showing the same improvement in varying 
degrees. The Erie's September gross shows 3 
gain of 66 per cent over last year and for nine 
months its net earnings have increased by about 
$2}000,000. The Chesapeake & Ohio shows an in- 
crease in gross for September of $530,000, ahd for 
nine months the earnings were a millien doltiars 
in excess of the year before... The New York Cen- 
tral and the Pennsylvania hardly need to be re- 
ferred to in this connéction. The Atchison in the 
‘west was prosperous last year, but since July 
its net earnings’ have exceeded last year’s in the 
same period by nearly 4 million dollars. The 
Southern Pacific has Degun gaining heavily in 
earnings. In the south, too, the revival of busi- 
ness is reflected in the marked expansion of the 
earnings of the Louisville & Nashville and the 
Southern. Canadian Pacific, which is always in 
clése touch with American conditiong, gained 
‘over a million. dollars in. gross in the ‘third 
week of October. 

The, railroad situation should grow steadily bet- 
ter inasmuch as the roads for some tinte have 
been operated with severe economy and tbeir
